It fol- 
lows the tradition of the luxurious 
Ashlkaga dynasty, whose emperors 
built the Silver and Golden Pavil- 
ions, two of a collection of gemlike 
shrines in the Kyoto district, says 
the New York Times. Though Yo- 
shimasa and Yoshimitsu, rulers who 
built the pavilions, were tyrants, 
their reigns saw marked progress in 
Japan's arts and crafts. 


The Gion ceremonial brings back 


something of the splendor of old 
Japan. In the procession officers, 
pages and halberd bearers, hand- 
somely costumed in the pattern of 
imperial days, follow horsemen and 
gilded chariots to the Gion shrine. 
Here and at Kyoto's former impe- 
rial palace services, with many 
priests in attendance, are held, the 
object being to propitiate the dei- 
ties of the shrine. Features of the 
fete arc decorated cars carried on 
the shoulders of men, armored 
knights, musicians and the dance of 
the chigo, or sacred page boy.

vented by innoculations and when 
it does occur its symptoms are 
greatly reduced in danger.

before, is nevertheless too high, 
because measles is not such a 
harmless ailment

thought. 


In Florida Health Notes some 


very valuable advice is given to 
parents. 


"Measles is a dangerous disease 


and should be regarded as such by 
the public. Too often the careless 
parent fails to see any connection 
between sending to school a hus- 
ky boy, broken out like a broiled 
lobster, and the death of a neigh- 
bor's baby, which can usually be 
traced through this husky 'boy 
handing it on to others, one of 
whom finally hands it on to the 
baby."
